Officials Begin to Flee 
From Mexico City. 


Mexico City, August 4.—Provisional 
President Carbajal, members of con- 
gress and representatives of the fed- 
eral army are in session at the na- 
tional palace discussing the turning 
over of the government to the consti- 
tutionalists unconditionally. The plan 
is to have Generals Obregon and Gon- 
zales, of the constitutional army, form 
a temporary military government. 

The exodus of the old regime to- 
ward Vera Cruz has commenced. 

At 7°30 o’clock tonight the fate of 
Mexico City was still in the hands of a 
council of war, which had been in ses- 
sion several hours. One hundred and 
twelve federal generals were discuss- 
ing the advisability of evacuating the 
capital and permitting the unhindered 
entry of the constitutionalists. The 
session promised to last late into the 
night. 

Hundreds of army officers for hours 
have crowded the court yards of the 
national palace and the department of 
war awaiting the decision which may 
seal their fate. 

CARRANZA REJECTS 
CARBAJAL’S PROPOSALS 

Saltillo, Mexico, August 3.—(Via 
Laredo, Texas, August 4.)—Negotiations 
for the peaceful transfer of Mexico City 
to the constitutionalists failed tonight. 
The constitutionalists refused to en- 
tertain conditions imposed by the Car- 
bajal commissioners. These commis- 
sioners did not even see Carranza. 

The Carbajal commission, consisting 
of M. Lauro Villar and David Gutierrez 
Allende, was not delegated with the 
power to accede to the unconditional 
surrender, not only of the capital and 
executive authority, but of the federal 
army. These were the only terms upon 
which General Carranza had agreed 
to receive them. On the contrary, the 
commission carried with them § six 
conditions drawn by Carbajal, which 
they were requested to insist upon. 
The constitutionalists declined to ac- 
cede to one of these conditions, de- 
claring they were contrary to the plan 
of Guadalupe. 

Carbajal Conditions. 

The conditions asked by 
were: 

First: The arrangement of an 
armistice and issue of instructions for 
immediate ceasing of hostilities, in- 
structions to be delivered as soon as 
p®ssible to all chiefs of the contend- 
ing parties. 

Second: Transmission of executive 
power by means of dissolution of the 
present congress and the restoration 
of the congress dissolved by Huerta. 

Third: The reinstated congress 
would immediately publish a general 
armistice granting immunity for all 
political offenses or connection with 
the army so that nobody would be mo- 
lested for their political opinions or 
for military operations. 

Fourth: Recognition of the various 
military grades obtained by officers 
of the federal army. 

Fifth: The reinstated congress be- 
ing in session, Carbajal would resign

‘as president, either presenting his re- 
-nunciation to that body 


or through 
manifesto to the people, congress des- 
ignating the person who should re- 
ceive the executive power according to 
the system in vogue prior to the year 
1898. 

Sixth: Arrangements relative to fi- 
nancial questions, especially affecting 
the interests of foreigners. 

Carbajal Propositions Rejected. 

Carranza delegated General Antonio 
Villareal and General Luis Caballero 
to interview the Carbajal delegate to 
discover their powers a demands. 
The Carranza commissioners rejected 
the Carbajal propositions and left here 
for Monterey. 

The Carbajal commissioners were 
still here tonight. They said_ they 
had no statement to make and did not 
know whether they would return to 
Mexico City. 

General Jesus Carranza reported to 
the first chief that his forces had en- 
gaged the commands of General Pas- 
chal Orozco, General Perez Castro, and 
General Cardenas at Leon and 
put them to flight after a fight last- 
ing six hours. Orozco, General Car- 
ranza said, was in retreat towards 
Jalisco. General Castro, second in 
command, was captured and executed. 
VILLA HAS TURNED 
AGAINST CARRANZA. 

El Paso, August 4.—General Fran- 

cisco Villa virtually has proclaimed 
his independence from the Carranza 
overnment, according to reports 
rought here today by arrivals from 
northern Mexico. Villa has begun re- 
yi poi | his army. General Felipe 
Angeles, Carranza’s deposed secretary 
of war, is in charge of the reorgan- 
ization. A movement is on foot for 
the immediate distribution of lands. 
Carranza has not been informed, so far 
as is known.

Brussels, August 4.—Kinege Albert of 
the Belgians presided today over a 
joint session of the Belgian senate and 
chamber of deputies. In the course of 
an address His Majesty declared that 
never since 1830 had a graver situa- 
tion confronted a neutral nation. He 
said it was imperative that every Bel- 
gian should do his duty and resign 
himself to ®@Vvery sacrifice that might 
be necessary in order to prevent the 
violation of Belgian soil. 

The King proceeded: 

“Our fatherland is in danger. [ et 
me make an appeal to you, my broth- 
ers. At this supreme hour the entire 
nation must be of one mind. I have 
called together the houses of parlia- 
ment so that they may support the gov- 
ernment in declaring that we will main- 
tain untarnished the sacred patriotism 
of our fathers. Long live independent 
Belgium!”

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LONDON FEELING PINCH 
OF HIGHER FOOD PRICES 


Many People Are Refusing to 
Pay the Advances 
Asked. 


August 4.—London already 
is'feeling the pinch of higher § food 
prices. While the big concerns are 
selling wholesale to those persons with 
currency or credit, the smaller shops 
are almost deserted, the people either 
not having any money,or refusing to 
pay increased price. 

Therecall of the trawlers from the 
North sea greatly curtailed the fish 
supply at Billingsgate today. The 
Smithfield meat market was less af- 
fected than the Billingsgate market 
today, a good supply of fish having ar- 
rived and still other cargoes being 
due. Nevertheless, prices rose there 20 
per cent. 

David Lloyd-George, chancellor of the 
exchequer, announced in the house of 
commons today that the government 
already had opened an office for the 
reinsurance of ships’ cargoes with the 
hope of preserving supplies of food 
and raw material. Other steps would 
be taken to insure the food supply if 
war broke out, the chancellor added. 

Abnormal Demand for Food. 

New Castle, England, August 4.— 
Some co-operative stores here have 
closed owing to the abnormal demand 
for food. More orders for provisions 
were received than could be filled. In 
the poorer districts people already are 
suffering. 

Food Prices Advance. ‘ 

Liverpool, August 4.—Retalil prices 
of provisions advanced 50 per cent to-

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day. Stores in some cases had to 
close. as their stocks were running 
low. Sugar refineries have closed and 
grocers are unable to obtain further 
supplies. 
Food Famine Threatened. 

Glasgow, August 4.—A food famine 
threatens in Glasgow and some stores 
closed today, so pressing were the 
buyers. Sugar prices jumped from 65 
cents to 12 cents a pound, and many 
shops sold out. 


|ARRANGEMENTS MADE 


FOR MAIL TO EUROPE 


Washington, August 4.—Temporary 
arrangements were made today for 
handling mail for Europe under condi- 
tions imposed by the withdrawal of 
liners as a result of the war. Should 
all the big British, German and French 
ships be tied up at least one trans-At- 
lantic mail a week would be assured 
by American steamers. Ships flying 
the Italian, Dutch, Norwegian or Swe- 
dish flags also would be "rilable. The 
international money ordet bervice be- 
tween the United States and Belgium 
meet om was suspended at Belgium’s re- 
quest.

Te Insure Against War Risk. 


David Lloyd-George, chancellor of 
the exchequer, announced in the house 
of commons his scheme for insurin?

“Becatise this scheme is promulgated 
in the midst of an emergency,” said the 
chancelbor, “it is not In any sense a 
panic scheme prepared in an emer- 
gency.”

Great Britain Forced Into the War When Germany Deliberately Per- 
sisted in Violating the Neutrality of Belgium — Parliament Votes 


War — Reported That French Warships Have 


Sunk One German Cruiser and Captured Two Others — German 
Forces Have Entered France at Three Points, but No General En- 
gagement Has Occurred — Austria Drops Servia to Guard Against 
Russia, and Servia Prepares to Invade Austrian Provinces. 


All Europe is in arms. 

On the one hand Austria-Hungary and Germany are opposed by 
Russia, France and Great Britain, Servia and Montenegro. 

Italy has declared her neutrality, but is mobilizing. Belgium, Hol- 
land and Switzerland have mobilized. 

The German demand that the Belgian government should permit 
the free passage of German troops through Belgium was answered by 
hasty preparations to resist such an advance across Belgian territory. 

Sweden has made no answer to inquiries from Russia and Germany 
regarding her attitude, but is preparing to defend her neutrality. 

Japan is making ready to live up to her alliance with Great Britain 
in case of certain eventualities. 

Spain is reported to be preparing a proclamation of neutrality. 

. Austria-Hungary for the moment has retired from her campaign 
against Servia for the purpose of holding back Russia, and Servia has 
mobilized with the reported intention of invading Bosnia. 


Germany’s Defiance Answered

The French frontier 
from the Straits of Dover to German 
territory, the line which separates 
France from Belgium and Luxemburg, 
also is well protected. 

Thus a German advanc e through Bel- 
gium is, in effect, “going around the 


The vital importance of Belgium ina 
war between France and Germany lies 
in the fact that unless Germany may 
move across Belgian territory, neu- 
tralized by treaty, an invasion of 
France would have to be through the 
heavily fortified French frontier prop- 
er. The entire northeastern frontier 
of France is, roughly, 440 miles in 
length. For a distance of about 250 
miles this frontier line separates France 
from Belgium and Luxemburg. The 
remainder, about 190 miles, separates 
France from German territory. 

With the neutrality of Belgium ob- 
served the scene of action would be 
reduced to the splendidly fortified 
Franco-German frontier proper. This 
line of defense runs, broadly speaking, 
from Verdun to Nancy, to Epinal, to 
Belfort and to Besancon. Each one of 
these cities is the center of a group of

New York, August 4.—With war 
formally declared between England and 
Germany there was keen interest in 
marine circles tonight regarding the 
movement of trans-Atlantic steam- 
ships, particularly German liners, 
which are scurrying to port to avoid 
possible capture.

Proclamation Is Issued by 
President Wilson Regard- 
ing the European War. 
Americans Warned. 


Washington, August 4.—Neutrality of 
the United States in the great FEuro- 
pean war was formally proclaimed to- 
day by President Wilson. 

Reciting the fact that “a state of 
war unhappily exists between Aus- 
tria-Hungary and Servia and between 
Germany and Russia and between 
Germany and France,’’ the president 
warned all American citizens and for- 
eigners resident in the United States 
against violating the neutrality laws. 

Citizens of the United States abroad 
were given notice that any misconduct 
on their part would be at their own 
peril. 

It has been a foregone 
that the United States would 
tral, and in this connection 
only one problem has presented itself 
to the Washington government. This 
has been furnished by the activities of 
diplomatic and consular agents of the 
contending powers in rounding up their 
reservists in America. 

Large bodies of men have been gath- 
ered at various points by German, 
French, Servian, Russian and British 
representatives, and preparations are 
being made to transport them abroad 
as soon as an opportunity offers. In 
some quarters it is contended this is a 
Violation of the neutrality law. Of- 
ficials here, however, hold that such 
activities do not come within the in- 
hibited setting on foot of a “military 
| expedition.”

Servians on Sunday near Semendria. 

Three regiments of Austrian infan- 
try, comprising nearly ten thousand 
men supported by heavy artillery, ad- 
vanced against the Servians but were 
repulsed, leaving many dead and 
wounded on the field. 

A large force of Austrian troops 
aided by a flotilla of monitors com- 
posed of twenty vessels has been try- 
ing for the last six days to cross the 
river Save into Servian territory but 
has not succeeded in landing.

Brussels, Belgium, August 4.—Hun- 
dreds of American tourists, surprised by 
events in the European situation, hur- 
ried from Switzerland and Germany to 
Luxemburg and Belgium. Railroad 
communication being interrupted at 
the German frontier, many hired horses 
and carriages, piling their baggage on 
the vehicles. Others arrived exhausted 
on foot in Luxemburg, whence a great 
party reached Ostend en route for 
London. 

Several lInundred tourists are said 
to have béen help up between Hasel, 
Switzerland, and Luxemburg, the Ger- 
man authorities refusing to let them 
continue on their way.

The German order applies alike to 
men, women and children, although its 
purpose is to prevent the flight from 
Germany of men eligible for military 
service under pretext of citizenship 
The inclusion of women and children 
in the decree is explained by the ap- 
prehension that valuable military in- 
formation regarding the process of 
mobilization and especially the,points 
of concentration of the German army 
forces might be conveyed to the enemy 
by women. 

AMERICANS TO SAIL 
ON FRENCH LINER, 

Paris, August 4.—Nearly 2,000 Ameri- 
cans are to sail for the United States 
on board the French liner France, 
whose officers have consented to give 
up their cabins in order to provide 
accommodation for passengers. Jean 
Jules Jusserand, the French ambassa- 
dor to the United States, has booked 
his passage on this vessel.

Chicago, August 4.—Mme. Ernestine 
Schumann-Heink today cabled her at- 
torneys in Chicago for assistance to 
get out of Germany.

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PLAN TO PREVENT 


Senator Hoke Smith and 
Other Southern Represen- 
tatives to See President in 
Regard to Situation. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, August 4.—(Special.) 
How to protect the south and its 
cotton ilndustry from disastrous 
losses growing out of the European 
war was the subject of an important 


Senator Hoke Smith. 

A committee appointed by Senator 
Smith as chairman of last  night’s 
meeting of senators and representa- 
tives from cotton growing states, met 
him today and discussed the war cloud 
whose shadow stretches over the entire 
cotton industry. 

It was decided to send a sub-com- 
mittee to confer with President Wil- 
son in regard to the situation and oth- 
ers to talk with Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo and “Secretary of 
State Brvan. 

The difficulty that must be over- 
come is that of getting cotton to the 
European spinners. MH is inevitable 
that many of the mills will be shut 
down because of the war In sections 
which are in the pathway of the 
armies, and others because of the de- 
moralization of the force of opera- 
tives. But there is no reason to doubt 
that most of the mills in the Lan- 
cashire district of England will be 
kept open and running full time. 

What the Southerners Seek. 

From the various departments of the 
government the southerners will seek 
counsel and advice on these features: 

First—How to finance the _ cotton 
crop during the period of the war. 

Second—How to transport the crop 
to foreign markets in view of the lack 
of foreign ships. 

Third—The actual 
mills abroad. 

“The main thing to look after first,” 
said Senator Hoke Smith, “is the trans- 
portation and consumption of the cot- 
ton. We want to get this cotton con- 
sumed so as not to have a surplus to 
glut the market. If we can facilitate 
consumption, danger will be allevi- 
ated.”’ 

The committee named to see _ the 
president will consist of Senators 
Hoke Smith, of Georgia; Overman, of 
North Carolina, and Bryan, of Florida, 
and Representatives Underwood, of 
Alabama, and Lee, of Georgia. 

Representative Lever, of South Car- 
Olina, is chairman of the subcommit- 
tee which will call on Secretary Mc- 
Adoo and endeavor to devise some 
plan to enable the farmers to hold 
their cotton, or to have it held in 
warehouses as security for loans and 
sold only as needed.

Impetus For Merchant Marine. 


A tremendous impetus has been 
given by the war to the movement for 
the development of an American mer- 
chant marine. The Alexander bill, 
which passed the house on yesterday 
and was favorably considered by a 
senate committee today, will liberalize 
the navigation laws. Foreign built 
ships owned by Americans may 
brought under American registry re- 
gardless of how long ago they were 
constructed, under the new law. 

The Weeks bill which the senate 
has passed permits the use of auxil- 
iary naval vessels in the merchant 
trade to Europe and South America 
when not needed for naval purposes. 

Senator John Sharp Williams, of 
Mississippi, offered a bill today to per- 
mit the government to buy merchant 
ships wherever she could obtain them 
and operate these ships during the 
present disturbance of business. It is 
probable that the owners of ships 
sailing under the flags of govern- 
ments which are now at war, would be 
glad to part with them at 50 cents on 
the dollar to save them from entire 
destruction at the hands of an enemy's 
fleet. 

All these movements in congress 
tend one way, that is to the upbuild- 
ing of a line of American merchant- 
men to improve the unparalleled op- 
portunities for extension of foreign 
trade now presented to the United 
States. 

After the European war of extermi- 
nation is over, the United States will 
probably be the richest and most pow- 
erful nation on the globe. 

Says England Will Clear Seas. 

Senator John Sharp Williams pre- 
dicted today that American, British, 
Dutch and Scandinavian merchant 
ships soon would be operating because 
he believed the German fleet would be 
bottled up in the Baltic and there would 
be no fear of carrying on commerce. 
The British cotton mills, he believed, 
would continue to operate and he also 
expressed confidence that some of the 
French mills would remain in opera- 
tion and need American cotton. 


COASTWISE SHIPS 
FOR ATLANTIC SERVICE. 


New York, Aug. 4.—Steamships flying 
the American flag and engaged in the 
coastwise trade for the most part are 
to be offered to the government for 
trans-Atlantic service. Offers of many 
vessels have been sent to Commissioner 
of Navigation Chambeflain at Wash- 
ington. 

The question of insurance, although 
the rates may be thought excessive, 
can be settled after the ships are found, 
it is said. Thé most suitable vessels 
for the transportation trade are the 
Pacific liners now engaged in the trade 
with Asia. These might be brought 
through the Panama canal. 

Of vessels already in Atlantic wa- 
ters the best for a trans-oceanic serv- 
ice would be twenty-three of the South- 
ern Pacific line, all fit for over-ocean 
sailing. 

The vessels of the American line fly 


the flag of the United States and can 
continue to cross the ocean in safety. 
In addition there are two Red Star 
steamships that are now of American 
registry—-the Finland and the Kroon- 
land. This makes six ships of the In- 
ternational Mercantile Marine which 
are immune. 

There are besides available ships of 
the Red D. line, the Ward line, the 
Clyde, Old Dominion and other lines 
in the coastwise trade, 


CLEARING HOUSE 
FOR THE NATIONS. 


Washington, Aug. 4.—Secretary Mce- 
Adoo brought up at the cabinet meet- 
ing the subject of an International 
©Olearing House association in which the 
United States and European nations 
should hold membership as one method 
by which the country might insure the 
disposition of its wheat and cotton 
crops in foreign markets. With the 
banks of the country fortified with 
millions of additional currency, offi- 
cials feel that the immediate problem 
is how to take care of the crops. 

The establishment of an international 
association and the resumption of 
trade, it was pointed out, would not 
only result in the sale of American 
crops but would tend to bring back 
to the United States much of the gold 
recently exportec.

LOSSES ON COTTON. FLEES TO REFUGE 


‘German Kronprinzessin Ce- 


cilie Puts in at Bar Harbor. 
Steamer Turned Back to 
Escape French Cruisers. 


Bar Harbor, Maine, August 4—The 
North German J.loyd steamer Kronprin- 
zessin Cecilie, carrying more than $19,- 
000,000 gold and whose wWhereabouts 


have been more or less of a mystery 
since she sailed from New York last 


conference held today in the office of | Tuesday, arrived in the harbor here 


today. 

The Cecilie dropped anchor heré at 
6 o’clock this morning after a forced 
run of four days, her officers fearing 
capture. 

With a cargo of ten millions in gold 
and a million in silver consigned to 
French and English bankers and $esti- 
mated to be worth over five millions 
herself, the Kronprinzessin Cecilie has 
constituted probably the finest sea 
prize ever open to capture. 

As she crept along the Maine coast 
and into the harbor undef the cover of 
night, each deck, at every port hole, 
was blanketed with canvas so that not 
a gleam of light betrayed her where- 
abouts. Her four white stacks had 
been tipped with black paint so that 
she resembled an English steamship. 

Capture Imminent at One Time. 


At. one time capture was imminent. 
Captain Charles Polack reported on 
Sunday that he had intercepted a wire- 
less message from one French vessel 
to another giving warning of the Ce- 
cilie’s proximity, but under cover of a 
providential fog the North German 
Lloyd liner escaped. 

The Kronprinzesian Cecile left New 
York early last Tuesday morning 
bound for Bremen via Plymouth and 
Cherbourg. She had 350 first-class, 130 
second-class and 736 steerage passen- 
gers. About a third of the first-class 
are Germans, Most of the rest are 
Americans. 

Friday night. while a dance- was in 
progress, one of the passengers no- 
ticed that the position of the moon had 
shifted to the vort side. Before the 
significance of this was realized the 
captain called the men into the smok- 
ing room. 

“Gentlemen,” 
declared between 
Germany and Austria; we are going 
back to America. We have enough 
coal for our return home, and it is my 
earnest hope that we shall not be in- 
tercepted by foreign war vessels.”

News of 
her safe arrival at Bar Harbor was re- 
ceived at the Hne offices here in a tel- 
egram from Captain Polack. 

The gold aboard the vessel—more 
than ten million dollars—was consign- 
ed by New York bankers to London 
and Paris. 

Officials of one of the big banks here 
which was shipping more than $3,000,- 
000 in gold on the liner, expressed great 
disappointment over her return. me 
of them said frankly that they would 
have been glad if the vessel had been 
captured by the French. In such an 
event, they thought, the French cap- 
tors would have seen to it that the 
metal reached its destination. 

Arrangements were being made to- 
day for the return of the gold to New 
York. Apparently all efforts to have it 
shipped on any other vessel have been 
abandoned.

RGIA RAILROAD 
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JORDAN DISCUSSES 
RURAL CREDIT SYSTEM 


Advises Merchants of the 
South Not to Be Frightened 
Over the War Scare. 


The assembly hall of the chamber of 
commerce building was crowded to 
capacity last night at the most suc- 
cessful meeting the Southern States 
Merchants’ association has ever held. 

The meeting was enthusiastic and it 
adjourned with the association more 
closely welded together than ever be- 
fore. 

J. W. Vaughan, a progressive mer- 
chant of Cartersville, presided over the 
meeting. 

Governor John M. Slaton and Mayor 
James G. Woodward welcomed the mer- 
chants with rousing speeches, and were 
heartily applauded. 

Jordan on Credits. 

The principal speech of the evening 
was made by Harvey Jordan, of At- 
lanta, a cotton expert, who has re- 
cently been abroad on a government 
mission to study Europe’s rural cred- 
its systems. His subject was “Rural 
Credits.” 

After outlining the 
systems of European 
Jordan declared that 
against improved farm lands in Eu- 
rope are regarded as the best gilt- 
edge security across the waters. 

Hie deplored the fact that improved 
farm lands as a security for long-time 
loans have been outlawed in this coun- 
try until the adoption of the recent 
banking and currency law, but said he 
hoped for better conditions when the 
provisions for such loans under this 
law shall have been carried out. 

Mr. Jordan declared that the pro- 
duction of cattle in the northern and 
middle west has reached its maxi- 
mum, and that the south is looked to 
to meet the increasing deficiency. He 
predicted the cattle production in the 
south will come largely from the sec- 
tions that have been devastated by the 
boll weevil, and said that sections be- 
ing threatened by the pest will do well 
to enter now upon the cattle-raising 
industry. 

He urged the general

EVANS COUNTY BILL 
REPORTED FAVOURABLY 


Bill to Create Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor Is Also Favorably 
Reported. 


Two bills of importance, which have 
already been passed in the house, were 
reported favorably by the senate com- 
mittee on constitutional amendments 
yesterday afternoon—one creating the 
new county of Evans and the other 
creating the office of lieutenant gov- 
ernor for the state of Georgia. 

On both bills the vote was reached 
only after long argument and was 
close. The lieutenant governor bill, 
introduced by Crawford Wheatley, was 
reported favorably by a vote of 6 to 
5. Chairman Harrell at first voted 
against the bill, but finally refrained 
from voting on the measure in order 
to get it before the senate. 

Minority Reports Expected. 

For several ballots the vote on the 
Evans county proposition was 6 and 6. 
This tie was finally broken by two 
seaators who had voted against the bill 
changing their positions in order to 
give the members of the senate 4 
chance to express their opinions on the 
legislation. Both of these bills will 
probably be returned with minority 
reports. 

The proposed county of Evans is to 
be cut from the counties of Tattnall 
and Bulloch, with Claxton as the coun- 
ty seat. The area will be 240 square 
miles, the population 9,000 and the 
property valuation about $2,000,000. 

Representatives Turner and Nevil, of 
Bulloch, spoke before the committee in 
favor of t 1e bill as well as Represent- 
ative Tootle, of Tattnall. Dr. Wilkin- 

on, a minister of Bulloch county; J. 
R Miller, editor of The Statesboro 
News, and J. J. 'E. Anderson, represent- 
ing the Evans county advocates, spoke 
for the bill. Solicitor General R. Lee 
Moore, of Statesboro; H. M. Jones and 
Hinton Booth, of Bulloch county, spoke 
against the bill. A delegation of four- 
teen men residing in that part of Bul- 
loch county affected by the creation of 
the new county were present at the 
hearing. 

Mr. Jones declared that neither he 
nor his people knew of the action be- 
ing taken on his bill. Mr. Miller, dur- 
ing — heat of his argument, declared 
that if Mr. Jones knew nothing of the 
argument it was his own fault. 

This bill will require a two-thirds 
vote of the senate to become enacted 
into law, the creation of new counties 


terested in the promotion of diversified 
agriculture asthe farmers themselves, 
inasmuch as the prosperity of the mer- 
chants is dependent upon the pros- 
perity of the farmers.

Mr. Jordan declared that when con-

tion of the cotton market as affected 
by the present war crisis in Europe. 
Fie declared that the lack of demand 
forcotton is only temporary, and that 
ne is confident adequate arrangements 
will be made to take care of the orop 
during this temporary lethargy. 

When Mr. Jordan had finished 
speaking Mr. Vaughan addressed a 
few remarks to the merchants, urging 
a closer co-operation and a stronger 
Organization.

Hie closed his talk by urging the 
merchants not to become “war-scared.’ 
He pointed out that people have got to 
eat and be clothed and that in order 
to do so they have to produce, where- 
fore, war or no war, the business of 
this country cannot help but continue.

Solicitor Reviews Record of 
Hoke. Smith Both as Gov- 
ernor and as United States 
Senator. 


Carrollton, Ga., August 4.—( Special.) 
Solicitor Hugh Dorsey addressed the 
voters of Carroll county at the court- 
house here this morning at 11 o'clock. 
About 1,500 people were present to 
hear him, and much interest was man- 
ffested in his advocacy of Joe Brown 
Sor the senate and his attack on Sena- 


tor Hoke Smith. 

Mr. Dorsey spoke at length on s5ena- 
tor Smith's record and dealt with it 
from the time Senator Smith entered 
Cleveland’s cabinet to the present. lle 
laid special stress on the platform of 
Smith when he ran for governor in 1906 
and discussed his record since he had 
been in the senate. He spoke emphat- 
ically against Smith's position on the 
Panama canal tolls and expressed 
himself on the appointment of negroes 
to office in the District of Columbia. 
Mr. Dorsey’s speech was well received. 

The soliictor entered into a det alled 
comparison between Joseph M. Brown 
and Hoke Smith, first as men, and 
second as public servants. He referred 
to the “pompous and imposing” appear- 
ance of the present senator. 

“Divest him of the glamor and pomp 
and ‘ceremony which he throws about 
himself, which dazzles the eyes of a 
great many people and misleads them, 
and you can then size up the real man 
and see ow little he hasto him, after 
all,” he declared. 

He discussed quite a number of the 
important issues of the past three su- 
bernatorial terms and declared that 
Hoke ‘Smitn had accomplished abso- 
lutely nothing worth while, but, on the 
other hand, had fallen flat on practi- 
cally every one of his “pre-election ob- 
ligations,” and had merely adopted the 
policy throughout his career of “re- 
Placing the broken promises of yester- 
day with a bigger promise today.” 

Failed to Stop Free Passes.

He declared that Hoke Smith 
been swept into office on the wave of 
a popular sentiment against railroads, 
because of his port rate promises, but 
had failed in his promise to obtain low- 
er port rates in his first term and had 
then deserted this cause completely 
when elected the second time. He de- 
clared Smith had promised to abolish 
free passes if elected and then had 
failed to get it through the legisla- 
ture, the abolition of free passes being 
afterwards accomplished bv the rail- 
road commission independent of Hoke 
Smith, though the latter claimed all 
the credit for it. 

Mr. Dorsey also asserted that 
had sought to strangle the present 
county-unit system, ‘the boon of the 
é6mall counties and the idea upon which 
the very constitution of the United 
States is founded in making the states 
equal in political powers in national 
elections.’ 

Among the other charges which 
licitor Dorsey made while on the gov- 
ernorship record were the so-called 
Steam-roller tactics which he said the 
Hoke Smith convention had used to 
bottle up all opposition to Hoke, deny- 
ing his opponents the right of even 
naming their candidates in the conven- 
tion; the pardon record of Governor 
Smith in freeing a number of mur- 
derers whom Governor Brown § had 
previously investigated and refused to 
pardon; the record of Hoke Smith in 
connection with the convict legisla- 
tion of 1908, the governor having ad- 
mitted in his message to the legisla- 
ture that he didn't Know how to solve 
the problem, afterwards taking the 
ideas of several legislators and em- 
Sodying them in a special message and 
then claiming ali credit for the new 
convict law, in spite of his confession 
of ignorance on the subject in the first 


place. 

Mr. Dorsey criticised severely Hoke 
Smith fov “appropriating the senator- 
ship to himself in 1911, without giving 
the people of Georgia an opportunity 
to vote on it.” He also accused Smith 


* deserting the cause of the people 
d throwing overboard his “pre- 
election promise” in not remaining In 
Georgia in 1911 and forcing his “port 
rate” reform. 

“Flopped on Canal Tolls.” 

Turning then to Hoke Smith's senate 
record, Mr. Dorsey took up one by one 
the claims of Smith and his partisans 
@s to the senator’s achievements in 
the cotton futures bill, the farm dem- 
onstration bill, the market bureau, the 
parcel post, the currency Dill, rural 
credits and canal tolls, claiming that 
the facts had been*greatly misrepre- 
sented by Hoke Smith and that he had 
*" in reality accomplished practically 
nothing. 

Hie accused Hoke Smith of “flopping” 
on the canal tolls question, and read 
from his speeches of 1912 and 1914, 
as printed in the Congressional Record, 
to show that the senator had reversed 
himself. 

He also read from the Congressional 
Record Senator Smith's amendments to 
the cotton futures bill, which Senators 
Smoot and Bristow had attacked as 
“legalizing cotton pools,” forcing the 
senate to reconsider and reject the 
amendments as submitted by Smith. 
Mr. Dorsey read from the Congression- 
al Record Smith’s attempts to amend 
the canal tolls measure, saying Smith 
had “backed down as soon as the guns 
of Smoot and other republican sena- 
tors had been leveled on him, sneak- 
ing out the same. hole as he had tried 
to sneak in.’)

JOE HOLMES DIES 
AFTER SWALLOWING 
DOSE OF POISON 


4-—Joe Holmes, 
aged forty-one, a member of one of 
the most prominent Monroe county 
families, died at Culloden this morning 
at six o’clock from the effects of 
swallowing carbolic acid.

Now Goes to House. 

This legislation, which has _ con- 
sumed much time in the senate, will 
now go to the house for considera- 
tion. 

The bill of Senator Bush, revising 
the election laws of the state so ‘as 
to establish the Australian ballot 
System in Georgia, was passed by a 
vote of 28 to 1, Senator Tarver rais- 
ing the only dissenting voice. 

The senate disagreed to the adverse 
report of the general judiciary com- 
mittee, requiring the furnishing of free 
Sanitary drinking cups upon all pas- 
senger cars. The motion to disagree 
was made by Senator Tarver, the 
author of the bill, and carried by a 
vote of 21 to 9%. The bill will now 
tuke its place on the calendar. Sen- 
ators Tarver, McNeil and Irwin spoke 
in favor of disagreeing to the report 
while Senator Allen insisted that the 
senate stand by the report of its com- 
mittee.

Secretary McAdoo Says Fi- 


nancial Situation Is Excel-: 


lent—Measures Taken to 
Protect Interests of United 
States. 


Washington, August 4.—After two 
days of conferences ,with bankers and 
a careful investigation of conditions 
throughout the country Secretary Mc- 
Adoo in a formal statement tonight de- 
clared the financial situation to be 
excellent and announced there will be 
sufficient currency to move crops and 
meet all demands of business. 

“The passage by unanimous vote of 
the house and senate this afternoon of 
“e amendment of the federal reserve 

“ the statement says, whereby the 
wary of the treasury is vested with 

_¥Yer to issue additional national bank 
Jorrency exceeding even $500,000,000. 
as in his judgment may be necessary 
to protect the an situation in 
this country, “puts af rest any ques- 
tion as to ‘the ability of banks to take 
eare of the situation. There need be 
no fear whatever of insufficient cur- 
rency to move the crops and to meet 
the demands of -business. 

What the Bill Provides. 


“The bill, as amended, authorizes 
the secretar?, in his discretion, to per- 
mit national banks to have outstand- 
ing a maximum of circulating notes 
equivalent to 125 per cent of their 
unimpaired capital and surplus. This 
provision will enable banks which have 
now outstanding circulation equal to 
their capital stock to secure a large 
amount of additional circulation. Ap- 
plications have been received from na- 
tional currency associations through- 
out the country for additional currency 
and the applications are being prompt- 
ly responded to. In many cases banks 
have applied for additional currency 
merely as a precautionary measure. 

“The situation throughout the coun- 
try is excellent and no greater testi- 
monial to the inherent strength of our 
financial and economic position and 
condition could be given than the way 
in which the country has withstood the 
shock of the greatest European dis- 
turbance that has occurred in the last 
hundred years. 

Evidence of Patriotism. 


“The unanimous vote in the house 
and senate is an inspiring evidence of 
patriotism of the representatives of the 
American people who, whenever there 
is a threatened danger, forget party 
lines and present a solid front in sup- 
port of the common interest.” 

The treasury department continued 
today to ship out additional currency 
to associations throughout the country, 
but the move was looked upon purely 
as precautionary. 

The fact that President Wilson today 
nominated Ff. A. Delano for the federal 
reserve beard was taken to indicate 
that the administration hopes the fed- 
eral reserve banking system can be put 
in operation within a comparatively 
short time. 

President Wilsun tonight signed the 
amendment to the Aldrich-Vreeland 
law vesting the secretary of the treas- 
ury with discretionary vower as to the 
amount of currency to be issued under 
that act. 

Late today the secretary sent to the 
house a request for an emergency ap- 
propriation of $301,465 for the printing 
of 8,000 sheets of national bank and 
United States. notes. 


TRADE PROBLEM 


BEING CONSIDERED. 

New York, August 4.—Although the 
financial machinery of the country 
worked smoothly today as a resuit of 
measures taken yesterday to meet the 
extraordinary war = situation, little 
progress was made toward resumption 
of the interchange of credits and com- 
modities between the old world and 
the new. 

With immediate financial necessities 
met, Wall street turned to the general 
trade problem—more intricate that any 
other that has confronted the country 
for a century. Unless this problem 
is solved it was recognized the con- 
sequences might be felt’ seriously 
throughout the nation. 

The greater part of the import trade 
from Europe aiready has been cut by 
the seizure of railways in France and 
Germany for military purposes and the 
holding in port of trans-Atlantic ves- 
sels. Merchandise importations here 
from France and Germany alone aver- 
age $1,000,000 daily. 

Export trade presented a still larger 
problem. American exports to Europe 
under normal conditions average $4,- 
000,000 daily, nearly one-third of which 
is for France and Germany direct. All 
of this trade for the moment is blocked. 
The remainder also is halted by the 
absence of facilities for financing the 
export movement. 

Industries Feeling the War. 

Stoppage of foreign trade already 
has been reflected by the piling up 
of wheat. The great industries ajo 
have begun to feel the situation 7 
word came from steel districts today 
that men were being laid off. 

Several large copper companies de- 
cided today to reduce their output by 
one-half. From the anthracite fields 
came reports that operations were being 
curtailed. Wall street today feared 
that if the country’s industries which 
are dependent on the export trade 
should be cut off indefinitely by a 
European war, the result would be 
felt serously but the opinion was ex- 


“eepressed that a way would be found 


-* 


to overcome these conditions. 

“We have food supplies and other 
necessities which Europe must obtain,” 
said a representative banker today, 
“and the mations over there will find 
some means of obtaining what we can 
sell. For the present we shall en- 
deavor to meet conditions as they 
arise from day to day.”’ 

Little business was done today ,in 
the money market. Bankers made it 
plain they preferred to put out as little 
money as possible and to have ma- 
turing loans taken up where conven- 
‘jent. Mercaptile discounts were ar- 
ranged in the open market at six per 
cent, but little paper was moving. 

The stock exchange again was de- 
serted. 


EUROPE BUYING 


AMERICAN WHEAT. 

Chieago, August 4.—European buying 
of American wheat in defiance of the 
mishaps of war began today. British 
government guarantee against possible 
loss by ocean capture of any part of 
the millions of bushels previously un- 
der contract to go to English ports, 
opened the way for additional purchas- 
ing, notwithstanding that the guaran- 
tee had not been formally extended to 
transactions entered into since war 
was declared. 

Prices of. wheat turned upward to 
an extreme of 3%c a bushel and closed 
strong with net gains of 2%c'to 2%c. 
All the ‘other leading staples on the 
board of trade joined in the advance. 
Both foreign and domestic investors 
appeared to believe that the signing of 
the bill to put under the protection of 
the American flag all the shipping 
needed was only a matter of a few 
hours, and that the temporary finan- 
cial strain here had been relaxed. 

According to a leading exporter, the 
news regarding business in the grain 
world today was good news; except one 
thing, namely, that foreign exchange 
bankers had not yet found themselves 
able to purchase foreign bills against 
foodstuffs. Negotiations seeking a sat- 
isfactory solution of this highly im- 
portant matter were in progress, with 
good results hoped for.

COURT PROCEDURE BILL 
REPORTED FAVORABLY 


aisainied, War Talk Came 


Near Causing Bill to Be 
Turned Down, 


. 


A mew law which provides for addi- 
tional court procedure to simplify the 
filing of suits and the trial of cases in 
the several courts of Georgia ‘came 
very near being turned down at a joint 
session of the house committees on 
general judiciary Nos. 1 and 2 Tues- 
day afternoon because of the war in 
Europe. The bill has been passed by 
the senate. It is a technical bill deal- 
ing with court procedure, and makes 
many changes in the present methods 
of court trials in civil cases. The bill 
was acted on favorably by the two 
committees by a vote of 16 to 9. Rep- 
resentatives Olive, of Richmond, and 
Davidson, of Putnam, stated that they 
were opposed to any drastic changes 
in the laws which affected the rights 
of litigant parties at a time when the 
war in Europe might cause disturb- 
ances in the business and finances of 
this country. 

Judge Andrew J. Cobb, associate jus- 
tice of the supreme court, spoke for the 
bill. He was on the commission that 
prepared it. 

The bill was introduced in the sen- 
ate by Senators Irwin, of the thirty- 
fourth district, and Elkins, of the fif- 
teenth district. 

Two Lively Rows Develop. 

Two lively rows developed at a meet- 
ing of the house committee on municl- 
pal government. One was over a bill 
to make the town of Oakhurst a part 
of Decatur, and the other was to revo- 
lutionize the government of the city of 
Blue Ridge, in Fannin county. 

In the Oakhurst-Decatur contest 
citizens of both towns spoke both for 
and against the measure. In the midst 
of the discussion the chairman, 


ed: ‘Well, there is no use for you all 
to scrap, for Atlanta will soon gobble 
both of you up.” The committee voted 
to let Decatur annex Oakhurst. 

In the other contest Thomas A. 
Brown, attorney, stated that Blue 
Ridge was being controlled by the 
North Georgia bank, and that the city 
was being woefully mismanaged by the 
present mayor and three councilmen. 
The bill sought to oust all of the pres- 
ent officials and elect a new mayor and 
five councilmen. Mr. Brown's charges 
were denied by Attorney William Butt. 
Both sides claimed that a majority of 
the taxpayers were with them. The 
committee voted to pass the bill, and 
if that recommendation becomes a law 
Blue Ridge will see an upheaval in its 
city government. 

The same committee acted favorably 
on the following Dill: 

To provide a board of health in the 
town of Decatur, in DeKalb county. 

It acted unfavorably on a bill to re- 
duce the town limits of Carnesville, in 
Franklin county. 

Tech to Borrow $35,000. 


The house committee on education 
acted favorably on a bill to allow the 
Georgia State School] of Technology to 
borrow $35,000 to build a power plant. 

Professor K. G. Matheson, president 
of the Technological school, appeared 
before the committee, and stated that 
it was imperative that the power plant 
be erected at once. He said that over 
$200,000 in public subscriptions and do- 
nations of equipment had been given 
the school, and in order to utilize these 
gifts it was necessary to borrow $35,- 
000 to erect a building and install the 
equipment. The borrowed money, he 
said, is to be paid out of the popular 
subscriptions which is payable in five 
years, and the interest out of the ap- 
propriation made to the school by the 
city of Atlanta. The Julius L. Brown 
estate has offered to loap the money. 

Mr. Beck, of Carroll, offered an 
amendment, which was adopted by the 
committee, to provide that the state of 
Georgia would not in any way become 
— for the return of the $35,- 
00. 


Other Bills Octed On. 


The corporation committee of the 
house voted in favor of a bill to amend 
the act creating the board of county 
commissioners of Montgomery county. 
This bill had been adversely reported 
by the house committee on county and 
county matters, but on request was 
withdrawn from that committee and 
recommended to the corporation com- 
mittee. A number of Montgomery 
county citizens were present, and talks 
were made on both sides of the ques- 
tion. 

The railroad committee of the house 
turned down the following bills: 

To require all street railway cars to 
be provided with doors inclosing both 
front and rear platforms. 

To require automobiles to stop at all 
railroad and street railway crossings
